Due to be considered by the 
voting public are men and womer. 
who will serve in federal and state 
governments, in Marin County and i 
eight of its cities, all school dis­ 
tricts and many other special dis­ 
tricts. 
The voting will start on Feb. 4 
with requests for higher tax rates 
in Tamalpais Union High School 
Districts and Kentfield, San An-\ 
selmo, and Fairfax school districts.1 
To insure a right to vote, all 
adult persons in Marin have been , 
urged by County Clerk George 
Jones to register early. Registra­ 
tions may be made at the county j 
clerk’s office, any Lrehouse and 
city hall 54 days before the elec­ 
tion. Persons must register who 
did not vote in the November 1952 
election and who have not reg- 
ite red since. 
Registrations have been closed 
for the school tax elections and 
will close on Feb. 11 for persons 
hoping to cast ballots for com­ 
missioners in the six M arin fire 
districts.

San Quentin Inmate Unfolds 
Story Of Four Other Slayings 


“When someone tries to hold me 
down, I go wild.” 25-year-old Ar­ 
thur Cisto Carnrne said as he told 
of playing a role in at least four 
slayings. 
San Quentin prison officials dis­ 
closed Saturday that Carnine's an­ 
swer to a routine questionnaire 
provided leads to mystery shoot­ 
ings and killings in the Pacific 
Northwest. 
Interviewed yesterday, Carnine 
docilely gave newsmen fragmen­ 
tary information on other killings 
he said he knew of—including the 
death of a man he sa.d he shot 
while he was a sentry at Camp 
Breckenndge, Kv. 
Officials began to question the 
young half-breed Indian after he 
replied “Idaho,” on a form ask­ 
ing what other state was likely 
to have any charges against him. 
He is now serving time at San 
Quentin for the robbery slaying of 
a Santa Rosa, Calif., grocer. 


UNSOLVED’ MURDER 
Ran Quentin authorities said 
that Carnine admitted he shot 
and robbed Billy Bay Brammell, 
28, in an isolated cabin on Lake 


Cœur D'Alene, Idaho. Dec. 9. 1944 ] 
At Cœur D Alene, Sheriff H, H ! 
Haner said after reading Carnine’s j 
statement “He gave authorities at j 
San Quentin information that no 
one except the killer could know.” 
Carnine said he took part in a 
mid-1951 gun battle at Boise, in j 
which two policemen were slain. ] 
He recalled that he shot a man 
in Superior, Mont., about the same 
time. “That was a robbery.” the ; 
inmate said. “I don’t know wheth­ 
er the guy died, because I was in 
a getaway car firing through the 
rear window.” 
Officials so far could not iden­ 
tify these incidents. 
GUN WENT WILD 
Carnine said he shot and killed 
a man who failed to heed his order 
to halt when he was a sentry at 
Camp Breckenridge in 1947. “They 
gave me a court martial, fined me 
one dollar and gave me a carton 
of cigarettes. Then I was trans­ 
ferred to the infantry and sent 
off the reservation,” he said. This 
was routine where a sentry was 
judged to have killed someone in 
the course of duty. 
Carnine said a .50 caliber ma- 


chine gun he was operating at Ft, 
Lewis, Wash., in 1949 got out of 
hand and sprayed bullets into 50 
men. “It was an accident,” he 
said. I was hit in the leg myself 
when I tried to grab the gun and 
fix a part that was loose.” 
Carnine mentioned in passing. 
“I know about another crime that | 
is unsolved at Coeur D'Alene. A 
man disappeared there in 1950 and 
everybody thinks he drowned in 
the lake. He had a diamond stick 
pin and a diamond ring his wife 
said was worth *25,000. 
“I know his whereabouts and I 
am thinking of telling them what 
I know.” 
Capt. C. L. Doose, custodial of­ 
ficer at the prison reception guid­ 
ance center, said he believes that 
Carnine “is very siltfcere. He 
bright, too.” 


Carnine was sentenced to die in 
the San Quentin gas chamber for 
fatally beating Israil Rosenbaum, 
63, Santa Rosa, with a lead pipe 
in 1952. The State Supreme Court 
overruled the sentence and he was 
sentenced to life in prison at a 
second trial,

SENO, Indochina 
— French 
parachutists and North African 
troops kept up a “deadly game of 
hide and seek” today with Com­ 
munist-led Vietminh Guerrillas in 
the jungle n o r t h e a s t of this 
French-held Laotian fortress. 
The French forces claimed more 
than 1.000 casualties among their 
rebel enemy and asserted they had 
wiped out any serious Vietminh 
menace in central Laos, one of the 
three associated I n d o c h i n e s e 
states. 
They are fighting one of the 
most important battle^ of 
the 
seven-year war against Ho Chi 
Minh*s rebels. It is a battle with­ 
out regular front, on no fixed posi­ 
tion, in a quadrangle 25 miles 
square here in central Laos. 
The French commander, Gen. 
Andre Franchi, declared the Viet­ 
m inh no longer are capable oi 
mounting an attack on Seno un­ 
less they receive substantial re­ 
inforcements from other fronts. 
ATTACK PRESSED 
The parachutists and North Af­ 
ricans pressed their attack today 
on rebel units trying to reach the 
shelter of a plateau to the north 
which might prove inaccessible 
to the French. Franchi’s artillery 
and the air force pounded their 
columns day and night. 
The Vietminh battalions and 
the pursuing French ground units 
wheel and turn through the dense 
Jungle without pause, each laying 
ambushes for the other. Engage­ 
ments are of extraordinary vio­ 
lence.

seek,” said one parachutist. “Aft­ 
er hours of marching through the 
jungle at a kilometer .315 of a 
mile an hour, we suddenly come 
upon the Vietminh—or they sur­ 
prise us.

The big V i e t m i n h loss was 
claimed after the French said 
they smashed an assault yester­ 
day on Seno and launched their 
p o w e r f u l counterattack. Gen. 
Franchi claimed a t least half of 
the 1,000 Vietminh losses were 
killed. He gave 
no figures on 
French casualties but said they 
were considerably below those of 
the enemy.

about 50 miles south of 
Thakhet and a few miles east of 
Savannakhet, in Laos. The Viet­ 
minh invaded the area Dec. 22, 
virtually cutting Indochina in two. 
The French estimated the Viet­ 
minh forces taking part in the 
Seno operation at seven battalions 
of between 600 and 900 men each.

State's Sacred Cow May 
Well Be In For A Milking 


Horse racing, the industry which ex-Gov- 
ernor W arren dubbed “California's sacred 
cow,** is in for a milking. By this time next 
year, when the next regular tession of the 
California legislature convenes, there should 
be readv three separate reports which may 
finally bring the state's multi-million dol­ 
lar racing industrv into reasonable focus. 


Warren had long fought a battle to get 
the legislature to increase the state’s share 
of the pari-mutuel receipts. But the racing 
lobbv considered to be among the most in­ 
fluential in Sacramento, was successful time 
and again in blocking his efforts. As recenth' 
as last session, Warren attempted to up the 
state taxes on the tracks bv S2.250.000. But 
the bill to accomplish it was frozen in the 
Assembly Committee on Revenue and T a x ­ 
ation. 
k 


Now the “sacred co\v” is due to be cor- 
raled. Assembhman Ralph Brown (D Mo­ 
desto) will begin heatings the first month of 
next month on all phases of horse racing 
except taxation. 


Brown, who was successful last session in 
forcing through a bill guaranteeing freedom 
of public information, plans to study the 
makeup of the state horse racing board (now 
three members, considering five); the charity 
dav races (which recenth provoked some 
unfavorable publicitv when it was shown 
»ome tracks failed to make a profit on char- 
ity days); beneficiaries of chants dav funds, 
allocation of raring das s. and interlocking 
track management. 


In addition, the committee will trv to 


find out “ if any of the statements about 
racketeering in racing in the U.S. apply to 
California,” according to Brown. 
The taxation problem is being studied by 
the Assembly taxation committee, the same 
one that bottled up Warren’s proposal. But 
this time there seems to be a difference. Mem­ 
bers in sessions held thus far, seem to be ask­ 
ing more searching questions—and wanting 
answers. 
And a third studv also is under way in this 
field. \. Alan Post, state auditor and watch­ 
dog of the treasury, has launched his own 
probe of the 5350,000,000 sport. He was 
asked by members of the Assembly commit­ 
tee if “ a cut off the top of the track’s share’* 
might not he a “ means of helping the state’s 
financial situation.” 
“ We are making a study of that kind,” 
Post answered. 
Post, with his ruthless use of financial 
facts, is establishing lor himself a reputation 
of a man to be feared, yet respected, by the 
legislators. He has been calling things the 
way he saw them regardless of how they 
hurt. 
Such a financial report, plus a good tax­ 
ation studv, plus the thorough kind of a 
probe we know’ Brown will conduct, is just 
what the doctor ordered for the horse racing 
situation. 
We'll wager a guess that some right excit­ 
ing headlines will come out of these com­ 
mittee investigations. We hope that the find­ 
ings will earn enough weight to assure pro­ 
per legislation a sear from now\

Of Order, 


Peace 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


Looking back over his first 
year and forward to his second, 
the President must be aware that 
in the great mass of our people, 
who wish him so well, there is a 
strain of doubt and disappoint* 
ment. T. would be an exaggera­ 
tion, in fact it 
would be quite 
misleading, t o 
say that he is 
in trouble with 
the people, or 
t ha t he has 
lost their con­ 
fidence and his 
p o p u l a r i t y 
a mong them. 
Their willing­ 
ness and their 
eagerness to rally around him 
are if anything greater than they 
were when he was drafted out 
of the Army to run for President 
of the United States. 


It may be too bold, perhaps 
even presumptuous, to put into 
words what it is that is lacking. 
Yet the President will be hearing 
a great deal in the months to 
come from his partisan oppon­ 
ents and from his hidden ene­ 
mies. It can do no harm for one 
of his supporters, and an early 
one, to speak his piece. 


WHAT HAS BEEN lacking in 
this first year so much too much 
of the time has been a clear re­ 
alization by Eisenhower himself 
of why he was drafted for Presi­ 
dent and what the multitudes 
who rallied to him are looking 
for. But when he has been true 
to himself, when Eisenhower has 
been himself in his appointed 
role, the response of ihe people 
has always been quick and very 
great. 


His appointed role, the role for 
which he was chosen—the role 
for which he is fitted—is that of 
the restorer of order and peace 
after an age of violence and fac­ 
tion. 


NOBODY WHO knew Dwight 
Eisenhower when he was a major 
general, and when he was su­ 
preme commander, and chief of 
staff, and president of Columbia 
University, and the military chief 
of NATO would ever have picked 
him to be a “dynamic,” “progres­ 
sive.” and “crusading” President 
of the United States. 


Nobody who knew’ him, and 
the American scene in which he 
would have to work, would have 
turned to Eisenhower if in 1952 
the times had demanded a dy­ 
namic progressive crusade. The 
fact was, however, that by 1952 
this country and the Western 
World had had all the dynam­ 
ism, all the innovation, all the 
crusading, that human nature 
can take. 


FOR MORE THAN 20 years 
the people had had more than 
enough upheaval in their lives, 
of ups and downs, of being draft­ 
ed. taxed, and moved around, of 
excitement, of fervor and of fear 
and of hope, of big words and 
hot feelings. 


They had lived through the 
great depression, through the 
innovations of the New Deal, 
through a double war—one in 
Europe and one in the Pacific— 
through the cold war, through 
the terrible and mean Korean 
War, through all the turmoil and 
effort of bolstering up the non- 
Communist nations, and of re­ 
arming the United States. 


BY 1952 THE TIME had come 
when more dynamism, more ex­ 
citement and more frenzy, could 
lead only to catastrophe abroad 
and dissension at home. It had 
become 
impérative 
that 
this 
country collect itself, that it con­ 
solidate itself, that it restore its 
confidence in itself, that it find 
a way to quiet its frayed nerves, 
to allay its suspicions, and that 
it regain its composure and its 
equanimity. 


When he has acted in the role 
which js his destiny and is in his 
character, he has done well. He 
has done what only he in the 
circumstances of our time could 
have done. Thus he has not only 
ended the fighting in Korea but 
he has reduced, as no one else 
could have done, the general 
danger of a spreading, indecisive 
and catastrophic war in the Far 
East. 


Although I myself happen to 
think that his tactics in dealing 
with France and Germany are 
not truly informed and really 
wise, the general posture of the 
United States is. nevertheless, 
increasingly favorable to a res­ 
toration of order. 


WHEN, ON "H E OTHER hand, 
Eisenhower is not in his own 
character, when he adopts a rote 
for which he was not cast, he is 
all thumbs and usually in troub­ 
le. He has not done well as a 
crusader, as a progressive, as a 
dynamic politician, as a partisan, 
or as a factional manipulator 
and appeaser. 


Had the country needed, had 
the people wanted, that kind of 
President, then Dwight Eisen­ 
hower ought not be in the White 
House. Nor would he \yz there.

Like Tennyson’s brook, men 
may come and men may go, but 
peace conferences go on forever. 
The Russians have agreed to 
Allied 
agreement 
to 
Russian 
agreement to Russian agreement 
to an Allied proposal that a four- 
power meeting take up peace 
treaties for Germany and Aus­ 
tria. The agreement to an agree­ 
ment to an agreement settled 
Jan. 25 as the date for the forth­ 
coming meeting in Berlin. 
Peace conferences have been in 
vogue ever since Potsdam. 
Two major ones, restoring sov­ 
ereignty to Italy and Japan, were 
successful. 


SEVERAL OTHER attempts at 
peace conferences have been so 
weighted down with conditions 
they crashed before ever getting 
airborne. 
Representatives of the United 
States, Russia, B r i t a i n and 
France held more than 250 meet­ 
ings from 1949 through Decem­ 
ber, 1950, attempting to work out 
a treaty for Austria. Just when 
it looked as if they might get 
somewhere, Russia threw in the 
totally unrelated q u e s t i o n of 
Trieste. 
Ir 1951, delegates of the four- 
power foreign ministers met in 
Paris 
and 
after 
some 
three 
months finally had to quit in 
total disagreement over even the 
matters the 
foreign 
ministers 
were to discuss, let alone agree 
on. 


A MORE RECENT example, of 
course, is the fiasco at Panmun- 
jom. 
There, the United States rep­ 
resentative, who also represented 
the United Nations, and the 
Communists hung up on such a 
ridiculous question as whether 
Russia was neutral in the Ko­ 
rean War. 
The United States, backed by 
such evidence as the MIG jets 
which toured over northern Ko­ 
rea, Russian-made tanks, and 
Russian burp guns taken from 
the bodies of dead Chinese and 
North Koreans in the line, said 
she wasn’t. 
The record, then, is one of 
stall, stalemate or stymie. 


NOW WE COME to the Berlin 
Conference scheduled for Jan. 25. 
The outlook for tjte future is 
not much more hopeful than the 
record of the past. 


The last time 
that Russia 
showed any real interest in a 
peace conference on Germany 
was in March, 1952, at about the 
same time that the West was 
getting ready to sign a peace 
contract with 
West Germany 
which would bring G e r m a n 
troops into a West European 
army. 


The meeting proposed then 
never came off. 


The sad part of any United 
States dealings with Europe to­ 
day is that Russia actually wields 
more influence. Just as in 1952 
and as at Panmunjom, any at­ 
tempt at a four-power meeting 
is more apt to turn out to be a 
propaganda sounding board than 
a bar of justice.

Didn't Cut 


School Tax 


By HENRY C. Mac ARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) —When 
voters of California passed Prop­ 
osition No. 2 at the 1952 general 
election, the measure which in­ 
creased state school apportion­ 
ments from $120 to $180 per av­ 
erage daily attendance, part of 
them, at least, were under the 
impression that passage of the 
measure would transfer .part of 
the local school tax ourden to 
the state. 
How mistaken this impression 
was is shown by a Just issued 
survey made by the California 
Tavpayers Assn. of 209 
school 
districts in California. 


COMPLETE FIGURES are not 
available from either the State 
Board of Equalization, or the 
Department of Education as to 
the increase or decrease in local 
tax rates because of Proposition 
No. 2. But the Taxpayers Assn. 
has interesting preliminary fig­ 
ures which without doubt, will 
be reasonably representative of 
the totals when they are avail­ 
able. 
“It is apparent that local tax 
levies are not decreasing ma­ 
terially,” the association reports 
in summing up the survey. 


“ESTIMATES of increases in 
property tax levies range from 
less than one per cent to more 
th^n 100 per cent in 174 of the 
209 school districts selected for 
the survey. 
“Property tax levies as esti­ 
mated in the budgets of 34 of 
the 209 districts are lower, and 
one district estimated no change 
in property tax income from one 
year to the next. 
“Unless there has been a de­ 
cided drop in enrollment, it may 
be assumed that the school dis­ 
tricts with lower rates have used 
at least a part of the state funds 
to relieve the burden of the local 
taxpayers in financing 
educa­ 
tional programs for the current 
year. 
“On the other hand, the lower 
tax burden may, in part, be the 
result of a carry-over balance in 
district general funds.” 


THE SURVEY 
POINTS 
out 
that the public school districts 
of California are receiving about 
$90,000,000 more in state support 
this year than they received last. 
Increased enrollments, of course, 
account for part of the increase, 
but the major reason is the rise 
in the amount of state support. 
So many factors enter into the 
state support of school districts 
in California that exact figures 
on the cost of Proposition No. 2 
w’ill never be known. The survey 
says: 


“ONLY BY THE examination 
of the finances of the individual 
school districts can it be de­ 
termined whether the increased 
state funds are being used to 
provide an expanded educational 
program, increased salaries for 
school district employees, or a 
combinaticn of all 
these 
and * 
other uses.” 
Thus, it might be interesting 
for taxpayer groups in various 
school districts to examine the 
school budget, and make their 
own determination of the ade­ 
quacy of the educational program 
therein. 
Such individual surveys would 
be interesting in any event, in 
view of the claims of the state 
department of education that a 
shortage of some 13,000 teachers 
exists in California, even though 
there is a reserve supply of ap­ 
proximately 100,000 non-teaching 
teachers.
